effect.that Canada should no longer 
delay to assume ber share of the re 
sponsibility and financial burden “in 
cident to the suitable protection of hen 
exposed coast line and great seaports”, 
Sir George's resolution was a little 
vague so Sir Wilfrid Laurier with Sit 
George’s consent, and also with Lead 
er Borden’s, introduced one that mad 
the meaning clearer. This 
went on to say that cash contribu 
tions to the imperial treasury were 
not in accordance with the spirit of 
home rule and that the best solution 
of the question was the speedy organ: 
ization of a Canadian naval servi 
which would be built on imperial navy 
models and would fit into the big 
fighting machine iv case the integrity 
or honor of the empire was assailed, 
To this resolution whieb was passed 
unanimously by the House of Com- 
mons, Sir George Foster said Amen. 
He particularly soid Amen to 
Wiltrid’s remarks on cash contribu:

He was, so he said, op- 
posed to cash contributions for cone 
stitutional and political reasons, not 
to mention the that Canada 
couldn’t keep it up and that it would 
he the source of friction in the Em-

pointed out that cash contributions 
had not been approved by the people 
of Australia who were setting us au 
an example by going in for a local 
navy. For all of which and many 
other reasons too numerous to mention 
Sir Robert was sfrong for a focal 
navy on the Australian plan, with the 
money and the ships under our own 
Parliament, Such a system, co-ord- 
inating with the Imperial navy would 
render a “a real service to the defence 
of the Empire and would do our duty 
not only to Canada but to the Empire 
as a whole.” Incidentally Teader 
Borden expressed a hope that his 
friends behind him would ‘rise 
superior to party motives.” They 
didu’t but that may not have been 
his fault. Circumstances have fre- 
quently obliged Sir Robert to drive 
with a slack rein, 

At all events Sir Rohkert was en- 
thusiastic for a Canadian navy in 
March, 1909, and for some months 
later. He saw in it “The use of our

Discoveries Due to War 


Many Important Inventions Resulting 
Directly Through the War 
War is at best a dismal, wasteful 


business. Yet there is one thing 
about it. It stimulates the braing of 
inventors, and chemists and scien- 


tists in all the countries involved are 
working at igh pressure. 

Some are busy about purely mili- 
tary inventions, some to evolve sub- 
stitutes for materials of industry, of 
which the import has suddenly 
ceased, others again are working for 
the benefit of the sick and wounded. 

It was the Boer war which taught 
us the value of anti-typhoid inocula- 
tion. Nowadays, not only soldiers, 
but travellers and explorers and all 
those who may have to risk drinking 
impure water go in for this inocula- 
tion, which in the long run will prob- 
ably put an end to the ravages of 
one of mankind's worst enemies, 

The present war has already seen 
at least three important new medi- 
cal inventions, the most valuable of 
which is undoubtedly the new serum 
called Coagulen, 


Coagulen is the invention of the 
great Swiss surgeon, Professor 
Kocher, It is in the form of a pow- 


der, which before use is mixed with 
water, Applied to a wound, it almost 
instantly coagulates the blood and 
stops the bleeding, whether external 
or internal, It shortens surgical 
j operations and makes them less 
dangerous. The French medical head- 
quarters speak most highly of coagu- 
len. It will, no doubt, come into gen- 
(eral use in all surgical operations. 

| Professor Frauhez, an  Augtrian

Weed Education 
And Extermination 


Systematic Action Being Taken inthe 
West to Eradicate Sow Thistle 


The departinent of agriculture of 
Saskatchewan is making systematic 
efforts to exterminate the sow thistle, 
Which has been making great head- 
Way in that province. The railways 
and municipalities are co-operating, 
the railways are supplying track mot 
ors while the government's experts di- 
rect the work. ‘The Regina Leader, 
in commenting on the war against the 
sow thistle, said: 

“The C.P.R., having the greatest 
mileage in the province, is doing the 
great share of the work in exterminat- 
ing the weed on their right ofway 
throughout the provinee. Mvery patch 
of sow thistle is charted, and the com- 
pany has promised to report on it to 
the department from time to time, 
showing the means taken to eradicate 
it.

Great Elephant Fossil 


Soldiers Working in Ground of the 
Royal Military School at Upnor 
Find Remains of Gigantic 

Animal 3 

An almost entire fossil of an ele- 
;phant of enormous size is being exea- 
vated in the grounds of the Royal 
School of Military Engineers at Up- 
nor, near Chatham. It was discovered 
during some trenching work in gravel, 

The elephant belongs to a species 
known as Blephas antiquus of the 
early Pleistocene epoch, and is mueh 
\ larger than the mammoth. In geologi- 
cal age the Elephas antiques came 
earlier than the mammoth, and al- 
though perhaps at one time contem- 
porary, it died out sooner, and is 
thought by many to have been a direct 
ancestor of the mammoth 

It is believed to have been a more 
southern form, and enjoyed a milder 
climate than the mammoth, which was

They are not 
red in colour as is popularly supposed, 
but gray; it ts only after they have 
come into contact with the fowl and 
have become filled with blood that 
they appear red. The young mites 
are white and have only six legs but 
after casting their skins, which they 
do several times, they have eight legs. 
The cast skins may be seen like a 
white powder around the perches, this 
often being the first indication of the 
presence of mites. They are able to 
live and reproduce for months with- 
out animal food, the first food of the 
young probably being filth or decayed 
wood. They thrive best in dark dir.

maneuvers in time of peace. Various 
|means are employed for transmitting 
the call to Individual men, but it is 
usually spread by rumor or by the 
press and anticipated in execution,

It was 
not long, however, before the German 
soldier, who had received a forage cap 
to do his fighting in, was clamoring 
tor his patent leather helmet, spike 
and all, The very practical Irench 
soldier began wearing at times any 
light Weight metal vessel that would 
fit his head. On poth sides, but chiet- 
ly on that of the Germans, special 
chest protectors were being worn, 

In Kuropean countries, where mili- 
tary conscription is in force, inventors 
for years have been working on bullet 
proof garments. While in America a 
certain type of inventor devotes his 
time to producing a perpetual motion 
device, in Europe tie same type works 
on an impenetrable waistcoat and be- 
comes the butt of all the jokesmiths. 

In the first ot the war the 
German general stall issued a warn- 
ing that all protection devices were a 
useless waste of money, There was a 
hint that the unserupulous promoter 
was profiting by the creation of some 
nebulous brained inventor to swindle 
soldiers and their relatives out of 
good money for useless body protec- 
tors to save them from becoming can- 
non fodder. But now it would seem 
that the great military chiefs were 
wrong and that the inventors of the 
waistcoats and headgear were not so 
crazy ag they had seemed to be 

In the early days of the war it was 
found that soldiers received an excep- 


tionally high percentage of head 
wounds and the French war authori- 
ties took official cognizance of the 
fact. But while they were studying 
the matter the French soldier was 


quick to seek a remedy. He impro- 
vised a head covering with tin cané, 
sauceépans, anythiny that would fit.
